d possibilities for development. 
“Conditions of state 
and 
society 
govern this mighty 
tide. 
Progress 
has often been most rapid and new 
ideas most numerous among 
those 
who arc in restlesB 
and 
unwilling 
subjection. 
Deprived 
of 
pleasures, 
net essaries of life and even Justice 
itself, stirred to action by the suf­ 
ferings and social wrongs of their fel- 
lowmen, they have begun to contrive 
ways to obtain what they desired. The 
new’ ideas conceived grow stronger 
as the suppression grows more bitter, 
until at last they express themselves 
in action. 
In the state where peace 
reigns, w here hardship 
are

eastern countries were until recently

through Christianity,

"\\ hen in society love of material 
tilings, thirst for wealth 
or 
power 
reign, then is the great onward sweep 
retarded; then does the tide recede 
to the lowst elVb. 
Until the spirit of 
love of fellow men, regardless of color 
or c re e d , and the realization of the 
obligation to the past and the future 
and the conviction of our dutieH to 
mankind in the present shall fill the 
world, the ideal society will never ap­ 
pear."

Still another theme 
historical in 
tone was that of Mary Mc'.Murray, 
valedictorian, who reviewed interest­ 
ing deeds of th*- stirring past 
and 
plead for the perpetuation 
of 
the 
memory of those who fought valiant­ 
ly In the cause of freedom for one 
and all. 
The following extracts well 
reproduce her thought: 
Three great movements—abolition, 
prohibition and equal suffrage—began 
In the early part of the 
nineteenth 
century. Only on*' of these, the first, 
has succeeded. 
The other two arc 
vital questions of our day, and who 
can prophesy how or when they will 
be completed 
The first, however, is 
completed, yet. how little honor wo 
accord to the 
men who 
sacrificed 
property, home, friends and personal 
safety in their devotion to a great 
cause! 
Let us at least keep in mind 
forever the part Ohio played in this 
great drama. 
W hat our fathers and 
grandparents did to aid this move­ 
ment should inspire us with courage 
and devotion to principle. 
“What we are accustomed to call 
the abolition movement was in reality 
three separate m ovem ents 
working 
side by side: .The New England move­ 
ment, the middie state movement and 
the western movement, of which Ohio 
was the center. .Th** last was by far 
the most effectiv*- because the west“rn 
agitators rightly estim ated political 
organization and saw at 
their 
very 
doors 
the 
benumbing 
effects 
of 
slavery. 
“In Ohio as well as in other north­ 
ern states, three great forces were 
at work, gradually changing the at* 
tltude of the people from opposition 
to toleration; from toleration to sym­ 
pathy, and at last to actual support
